SPEECH OF RON. A. P, DOSTIE,

Delivered Hefore the Union Asseciation
of New Orieans, Jannary 27, Intd,

Faurow-Orrizexs: —The friende of the Union
and Liberty, in reviewing the events that have
convulsed our republic (or the past 100F yenrs,
refoice in the glorious fact that the most gigan-
tic rebellion upon record hns heen erushed—that
the “Conlederate Stutee of Amenica” are but an
iden of the past, To-day the flag of the Unitend
Stutes waves over this vast conn ty, proclsiming
the blesaings of Ircedom nnd hamanity to every
wan of wha'soever ruace or color,  Emblazoned
upop Ata umple (olda i the motto—No North, no
South, no Eust, no West—the United sStates of
Ameriea, one wnd indiviable,  The leading
tritors of the nation—the Davises ung treskin:
ridgese—with maoy ol lesser stamp, nov lan-
guish mn prisions, swalting trml and cond-mna-
tion, or ure Ingrtives from tne justice ot o people
they have clothed in the habiliments of mourn-
ing, and whoe have doomed them o intdmy, as
the murderers of their futhers, sons, and
brotheis,  To-day, liellow-citizens, the uatton 18
soveronrn, The Constitution, Lawa, and Gov-
erpment comtmnd treagon 1o be silent that
Justice and Liberty may reconstract the repub-
lic upon a basig that shall forever exclude
s invesy, and establish unlversal justice.

The friends of emrncipation and of egual
rights Jook trinmpbantly vpon the overdhrow ol
that Infamous sysiem, which wae coveloping,
with its anacouda lolds, our repuolican struc-
ture, add undermining by its subtle poson the

noblest of governmoente, that it wght bulld
upon its roins an cligarcmonl aespotism, We
are now a nation of freemen. We elaim that

the people are the legitimate <otree of poser,
They command the enemies of liberty o ceasa
their wlernnl work,

The Rebellion, which has haptized vur coun-
try m blood, and caosed hoodeeds of thousands
10 el with thelr lives thowr devotion to lihercy,
hae resulted In the liberntion of our imillions ol
human beipes, It was o war ol prineiples—aoi
principles that, when once fairly inangarated
must result inoa il development ot the repab
Nean elements which lie at the roundation of
our Government,

The progressive spirit of the age sternly de-
manded that tbhe despotism which the aristo-
gracy of the South arrogaled over the poor man,
should eonse, thut the oppresaed should have
tull privilege to enjoy the mestimable blessines
ol “lde, liberty, and the pursuait of happinesg”
But that the lingering aristoerats ol the land
seek 10 withhold these rom the masses, we
have nmple evidence  Whst mean these late
convol=ive movements of the encmies of demo-
cratic repnsbean liberty throuzhont the South ¢
Why have they combined with the Copperhends
of the North to overthrow the grest work the
friends of republican inwitunons have geecom
plighed in the last four years ?

Do we not dweover o thelr attempts the
machinations ol & relentless, hydessheaded
aristoeracy repucintinge siill the immortal troths
“that all men are equally ee and indepens
dent: ' dbhar * eovernmment s instituted tor the
benett, proteciion, aud security of the Puijil!'.‘;
thut no 1ree Government, or the blessings of
liberty, can be preserved to any peaple, but by
a firm adherence to jostics, woderation, wnd
virtue "

Why do the Legislatures of the rebellious
States so persistently retnse to recosnize the
fact that slavery has ceased to exist in our coun-
try? Alas! are not thie men who comnpose these
bodies, and who have met to malke laws, the
men who bave jor the lust four yea 2 beea im-
brimmg their guilty hands in the bload of our
herocs? Have oot they murdered these noble
men that slavery mizht become the corner-
stone of their proposed despotism?  Cap we
trugt the-e men to give to reemen their rigchilsr
Patriots and stutesmen, distingnshod lor theh
love of the Union, nud all who 1raly love their
counity. excluim agaionst the ontrase of having
snch rulers,

We are told by the Demooratic party thnd this
1= Pregident Johnsou's polic) I do not heligve
that President Johugon intends to place traitors

in power, [ have had the honor of several (o-
terviews with Tim, and T was impressad by the
convietion that bhe 1< g tron patriot, au honest
man, and able =tfesmmn 1 do not behieye it

will ever be Andrew Johngon's policy Lo place
wolitioal power in the honds of men who niave
ahored to destioy the most benelicent of (Gioy-
ernments,  His paet acts amd words have cver
been o direel antagoaismt to thiy swelonl
policxr. At Nashyville, as Governor of Pennessce,
he gy s:—"*1, Andrew Johuson. hereby proclaim
liberty —full, wroad, uncouditionnl liburry—to
every min in Teunessee. Rebellion shal' po
more pollute our State. Loval mon, whether
bluck or white, shall govern the State,”  Azain,
s President of the ULilted S'ates he sava:—*ln
adjvsting snd putting the Goavernment oo s
legs neain, I think the progress of the work
must be put into the hauds of 1t friends,  If a
Brate is 1o be uurscd until 1t gets sirength, i
must be nursed by its (riends, not smothered by
its enemies,"”

The ereat problem of reconsiruction betore
the American people i# now being solvid by a
Kepubhean Congiress, with which the President
is in nccord. There 18 no worihy brsis (or the
Government ol Staiss bat that basis which con-
tains the elements of justice und of vqual mahts
The corner-stone ol all republican governments
must be the sell evident trowus, that *alt men
are created equaul; that they are endowed by
their Crentor with  inulienable rvights:  that
among these ure 1ife, liberey, and the pursult of
happiness,” Shall the eleven rebellious Sbates,
which have declwred these immwortil declnrations
to be contrary to their policy of government, he
allowed to send their representutives to Con-
gress until they abandon their political heresies,
us they have the field? Does not the digmity ot
the nation demand this?  Does not freedom
itsell demand thuat pone shall be sent to our
National Legislature to represent the vital in-
teresta of these Btutes but those who have been
wteadfast, devoted upholders of the Union, whon
the hife of the nation was assaled? 17 tnis palicy
is not adopted and entorced we shall have trenson
aeain in our Congressional halls, und a new ot
of Davises, Brevikinrderes, and Slidells will =eck
to seize the reins of government and reucw
their war upon loyal men und upoa the Union,

Hegven grant our Kepublic may never agaln
be summoned to meet rebellion, begun by Sena-
tors, Legislators, and Governors—ihat liberty
and civilization shall be diaped in moorninge by
trajtors: men whe, having tanken a solemn onth
to matrtain the Governmert, betray i, and
thrust their sworda of trenson into the very
vituls of the naticn. Inthe pame of God, let
our Cougressionsl suid our Leglslative balls be
puritied trom the taint of treuson! We canuot
trust men to muke Jaws for our Swule aud for
the nation, who, by thelr traltorous acts, have
disirunchized themselves—have forfeited thelr
rielt to vote ar (o hold oflice nnder the National
or Stwe (Qovernments. Let thes somain dis-
franebeed nntil the evidenes ol their repentance
is pericet, Ii this poliey not puraued, the

weace und unity ol the country will be constuntiy
mperilled.

President Jobnson has ngain and azain de
clared thot nope bot loye!l men had o vight to
rale the covulry, While Governor o Tennesses
he suld:=**Bul m enlling & Convention 1o re-
store the State, who shall yestore and establisn
it? Shall 1+ man who gave hils meaps and n-
fluence to destroy the Guvernment? s he to
participate in the Zrent Work ol reorgunlzation?
Bhall he who brounght this migery upon the
State be permitted to coutrol it destinios *
Agsin he savsi—"Why all this blood and euwr-
uage ! 1t was thal teason wicht be pot down,
and teaators punished; theretore, 1 gny that
traftors should take & back sent o the work ol
restoration. If there should be bot five thougand
men loyal 1o the Covstitution, loyal to feedom,
loval to justice, these true ana faithial men
shall conirol the work of recorganization and
relormation nbsolutely,”

Those are words worthy 8 Democratic Re

ublican Pressdent, aud we have resson to
thm-n that our truly republioan Congrows will
susiain these poble sentiments, Then will
treason be made odious, and genvine Inyalty and
unimpeachable mtegrity be reww Our
republic will wo longer be o danger of being
buried beneath the powers of despotizm, Trea-

son will no longer threaten the pence, harmony,

and unity of the nation. Anarchy, convulvion,

and conflict will be among the things of the past,

Citizens: —[n this work of recoustruation, let
us earnestly jnbor with the patnota of our
country to estabilan the principles of unlyersal
Justioe and fmpartinl treedom.  That in the re
organization, cquity hall prevail, That there
shall be no repudigtion of fust debts, and no
recognition of the debts of Rebels; no slavery—
nothing but justice,

Should men who made the Rebelllon be per
mitted to pos=esa the power they #eek, unld
suceced with the Copperheads of the North in
their conepiracies, we may, indeed, fear tor the
precions hoon ol Dhberty, We want no Rebyl
purty in disguiso, We must ot imperil our
glorlous hentaee by o misludge! magnanimity
towitas even the remains ol an Inkolent aris.
toerney, This class are sl contnimacions
Rebels, and, ng such, aré ot worthy of cond.
denee, They must sufler the woominy dae their
orin e, and receive their just punishment that
worketh ropentanos,

Loug yewrs these traltors Bave plotied the
destruetion of our Government—ol the Consti.
wntlon—ot liberty, Lot us hope and pray that
in this great work of tue reconstroction ol Sistes
this Uoww may be based upon the ustiongl
recognition of all men’s inalienable righta, und
that nothing muy be sndungered by precipitancy.
As Mr. Colinx hns said, “‘Let the work make
paste slowly.” und we can then hope that the
fonudation of our Government, w#wu recon-
s‘ructed on the basis of indisputahle loyalty and
treedom, will be as “eternal as Lhe stars,”

breedom is the watchword of this age of pro-
grese, The decoree hoa gone forth that liberty
shall rule suprete in this Republic and thzongh-
out the world, The woras of our martyred
Lincoln were proplietio:="rhis natlon, under
God, shall have a now birth ol frecdom, and
governmaeant of the people, h:.' the peoplo, nnd for
tbe people, shall not perish trom the earth.”

v my opinion, belore this work of restorntion
can be fully consummatel, this Government
must recognize and secure the equal politieal, ne
well as religions, eivil, and moral right~ of men,

My Friends—On the qnestion of universal sul-
Ivige I reel as did Gad:den, ot Sonth Cacolina,
in reterence to the Stung Act of 1785, when he
exclaimed —*We stund noon the broad, common
eronnd ol those natural rights which we teel and
Kuow a4s men” The two elemenrs now al work
in our land are striving, the one o parpetunte
freedom, the other to destroy the power which
ju-tice geeks 1o ewive man, Whenee nrses this
bitter antugoni=m to the tree, anconditionnl, and
equil rights of the oppresssd ¥ Are these rights
not denouncod most thoreely by the infamous
instientors ot the Rebelllon—the arlstocrentic
consgpirators of this country, who have declured,
by words und by war,that power wis more polent
tuan right, snd oppression than equity? The
four mitlions of human bemes macde ree during
the pust four years are not recomuzed as treed-
men by their former musters, Thewr rlghts are
not respected by taem. The terrible events ol
the past jonr years have no! opeoed llsl".l‘l"\'l'-t to
clght o L matter, They will not look upon
truths which nre m aecordavee with the 1a ws ol
God nud republican priveiples,  Who were the
oy ul nud steadinst irtends of tie best of Govern-

ments iv ber haur ot peril? Whe came forward
by hundreds of thousands at theeall of Abrnham
Lincoin, and foneht with a courage unsurpassed
by the bravest soldicrs, helping the nation m
the datkest hour of davger to turn the tide of
battle, aud win the precious vietory that made
sale the Republic? O iriends! let us be just,
nd labor to extend to this portion of onr lellow-
citlzens those rights the God of Nature has be
queathed in common —the richt of «clfgorern-
ment—of tepresentation - of the bultor—tor untit
these rights are given we cannaot become ally a
nabion of frecmen, lefuse the just demands of &
brave and loval people, and mternecine war,
discord, eectionnl and navional strite will roap
pear, i some form, with their blighting eldepts

President Johnson suid, on this guestion of
negro sullrage, “Were 1 In Teanessee, 1 woolid
itroduce negro <ullrage, eradually, rrst (o those
who bad served In the army, those who could
read and wiite, and pevhaps o qualibieation to
others.”

The voices of patriots all over the Innd are
proclaiming that (reedom und the right ot sufl-
irape are inseparable. It has bpcome a lilstorical
jact that stunas out bolitly upon American
records, thal the biack men of this country have
viodieated this Governmoent, and “cemented its
toundstion stones with thewr blood.” Shall we
then refuse them support to malntain the lws?
Cun we say, in justice, they shall net become
citizens # The voice of liberty, in thunder tones
which sbhake desponsme und make oppressors
tremble, suys: — = Freedom  means universal
rights, universal Justice.” Thut volee hus been
tlways spesking, not only in our own conntry,
but through the patriote, statesmen, poets, and
philapthropists of other nations, England hus
proclatwed universal liberty and human rights,
throvgl her Wilbertoree, her Locke, her Plet,
her Shakesoeare, and  her Milton.  Ireland,
through her O'Capunll, her Father Muthew. and
her Curran, speaks loudly (Or the precions boon
of herty,  Germany—Ireedom-loving Germany

sendd torth ber sweetest notes of frecdom
through her Sepller, Lather, and Homboldr,
Frinee bronthed the pure, immortal tlame of
liberty from the dres which borst irom the
noble beart of Ladnveice, whose pulse throbvbed
with that ol our own Weshingion, ss they
strugeicd tweether tor human nghts,  [taly
boasts her Gavitaldl—thousands of voiceas ehant
(e ~trinn hberty st the mention of that
nume, pesocigted ftorever with trecdom.

In cur own beloved lund the combined yvo'oss
of millions may be heard spenking for universal
tpecdom, vuivorsul fustie s, Through our muar-
tvred Lineolo, her living Johnson, hor Bunks,
Ler Butler, snd hurvdreds of others, wo spoak.
Louvisinos hes ber Durane, her Flahu, and msuy
others, who are misong thelr voilees i favor of
humaoity anil universal sutfraee,

Can the snecrs and scoffs of the encmies of
ireedotn—the hiss of Coppierhoads, or the com-
bined power= of any despotism, silence this
voloe ! Never! 1dedas do not travel back wards,
Tois volee of Ireddois 16 now awakoning those
who have heen fichfing in the ranks of treason
awnd  rebellion.  ‘The Steohenses, Bells, and
Tenpans of the <‘so-called Contederacy” have
recently had e veactration to discover *‘the
truth” thst freedom pointed to the right of suf-
irpge. Who knows but we may live to ses the
Rebels who have gone to Brazil, in the hope of
tincing glavery, refurn with the convietion that
equal righ!s, yepubhenniem, llﬂlli ti[‘lllutﬂ'll{‘)' ure
better than sluvery and oppression,

iod ba¢ given humanp beings reason and
energy, Jand man bas no right to chwmn thal
Yeubon and energy by oppressive laws, or ln any
way prevent the exercise of those rights, which
in equity belong to all, revi
the riehts of man, exclaims, “Libarty is liberty,
o God 1a Goed.n
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The adoption of the Constirutional amendment
bhas exuirpated siavery trom our country. God
grant that all things’ pertaining to it unjust
Inwe orto ita spirit may be extirpated! The
Rebel Legislntores have recently made lnws in
direct opposition to the Consiitational amend-
went, which resds—'“Nelther slavery nor in-
voluntary servitude, except us a punishment
for crime, whereot the party has been duly
convieted, shiall exist within the United States,
or any place subleot to thewr yurlsdiotion.”

These Legisintures, also, true to their <lavo-
cratic instinete, lemore by their nets the sell-
evident truth that man Lns an inherent right
to enjoy elvll, roliglons, and political liberty.

There is not on earth a repubiic bat this that
legislates the rights o man away, No nition
but this disiranchises freedmen bepanse o! their
color or race.  In slavebolding Brazil they do
not go so far as do the rnemics of negro sudrige
in this country. In Braz), trecdmen, regarl-
lers of color, are equal before the law, and
elicible to any office, In the British West Indles,
the blacks were sent to the Republican Chamber
of Depuitivs, as represeniutives, And yet, in what
nution, we ask, bave they tought for liberty as
thoy have in oor Revolutiopary wauy, in the war
of 1812, and wm our recrul ervat struggle for
treedoin ¢

In regurd to politicel rights, we do not ne o
nation stand on the sume broad basis as did our
Hevolutionary fathers, Washington, Jefferson,
Huancock, and Hapalton went to the polls, sud
depcrited their ballots where the negroes did
theirs. These Revolutionary patriots advocaiad
the cavse of equal rights, and maintained the
righte of all frecmen (o the ballot-box. The
biuck man voted under Washington's, Adame’,
Muam on's, ana Jackson's administrationa.

In five of the New Eugland Stutes they have
been voung ever since the Revolutionary war.
In Peupsylvania they continued (o vote until
1888, In Maryland and Virginia they voted
until 1882: in New Jersoy uniil 1839; and in
North Caroling and Tenoessee nnttl 1835,

Negroes, atter tighting in New Orleans under

, Juck=on, helped to elect the hero 10 Congress.

the same freedom the white man clgims,

The negro wants no progction but just and
aquitable Jawe., He only usk=, in the spirit or
1770, to be entranchised trom the thraldom of
approssion.  He knows as well as we do that
Lrowing out of color or 1ace are
incowpatible with justice, This I8 an e ol
progress not only lor tne white man, but the
black wnn,

The black man 14 becoming intelligent, and
lovks upon the enemies of Iiberty, fust as the
intelhgent white nun lonks  upon  slavery,
sertaom, vagrant acts, oppressions, and wrongs,
08 all just men do.  He knows that (he nation
lmperahively demands equal richts and justice,
and believes, with us, tha' (his demand will be
satisted,  He exclapns with dhe triends of equal
vhglits:—"Let there be freedom for all, eduen-
tion lor all, labor for all!” Justice demauds
this, and nothing else will be sutisfuctory,

Wewant no more Opelousas ordinance, which
||rulnh1‘n_t freedmen from coming to town with-
out sperial permission; which prohibis them
liberty on the streets after 10 o'clocs at might:
whieh declures tuat freemen shall not reside
within the lwits of the town, unless thiey be in
the repalur service ol some white person or
lermer master; which refnses (reemen the right
to hoid pubhe mectines, to prowsh, or to ewrry
arms: wihneh reluses them the liberty to barier,
or Lo sell goods, without the special permission

I their employers, under the penslty of im-
prisonments, fines, or hard labor on the public
rofds, Netther must these persi<tant sluveocrais
be permtied to put juto operation those in-
ramons lawes ennceed in the Roebel Demooratic
Legielature of 1665, which fotee treemen to gon-
tract nway ther labor, and submat themselves
1O Slavery under new names,

We want no negro vegrant laws, no more jail
fces, nghest bidder, renditon ot poor and ind -
geut persons of eolor'—no wor: reminders ot
thie block, the bul) chnn, the “pigeer dogs, " the
tugithve glz,e (awd, and the sluve gangs of the
Pt

Lot this people alone to enjuy the same pro-
teetion we ore entitled o claim. Let thus people,
with the ad of justiee and hbertv, work ont
their own desting, I they will not work let
them  starve; but give them an equal chanee
with us in the strugele of lite,

When the slave oligavehy tuled in the pleni-
tude of ite power, the rights of the iaboring
clusses were tramoled under foot., Free labor
wus reduced to vhe level of slave labor. This
shall be no more, The tint has gone forth that
labor shall not be subjected to a domincering,
upseripalous avistoeracy. A new eri has dawned
upon thiz ecountry. Labor in the Iatave will be
respeotable and dignified, and command the best
portion of the frul it produces,

The Union party of Loulsinna bas Inbored
earnestly and [fsithully to wipe out the dis-
griceful Inws ot the State, that she might be-
come one of the Lrilhmnt lights o the nation,
Abrabuw Lincoln was the prime mover in this
work of retormation.  His sympuathies were
ever with the Republlean movements, His
volee, which can never be lost to this nation,
wis heard on the eve of his departure nom
@irth aeelaring his sympathy with the Constitu-
tion of 1564, whirh lenored the Blagk Code of
thi= State, abolished slavery, and the laws which
governed 1t, trom her statute books,

My friends, the Republiean party of Loulsinna
—counting wbite men only—are in a minority in
thit Stute. A Rebel Demooratic party, composed
of domineering aristocrats, who one year ago
were fighting against republican liberty, and
who today are secking to crush loval men, both
white and vlock, by a renewed tyranny, continae
thew satwuic oppressions and wroogs, while
they artempt (o drow the veil of hypoerisy over
therr dumnacle cons piracies,

The Nationn] Republican parly, to which all
log a1l men in the South belone, seeas to establish
Hberty and justice througnout the land. For
the past rour years It hins been working for irees
domi and equal rights, agiinst slavery uwnd op-
wreeslon; auainst that slaveorratic po wer which
wtes, with vudving hate, Iree schools, & Iree
press, free p{u(-u-:-b. gnd nll that pertains to that
tresdom n jpst God designs for this mighty
republic, )

We are callod upon to battle with thesde rebel-
lous tyrante. In that work, my ivienc:, wo
must be umited. Our beloved Loulsiaon s in
imminent dapger from the deadly toes af iree
dem,  Let us who love the Union und libsrty,
forget past differences, nnd combine to licht tne
oppressors who threaten to erush ong the loyal
element of this State, Shall we not with our
President say, “Let us be united, I know there
are bt two parlies now—oue tor the country
aud the other against it: and | am for sy
countrs?? While we embrace this noble senti
ment, et us inseribe upou our republicen big-
por the motto, “*Union, Justice, Contdence,
Freedom, Enfranchisement.”

Freedom must tinmph in our Btate, Loulsl:
ans must become the land of human rights —the
Innd where every one can enfoy his own Jabor,
his own scll—where all can elgbm the right o
ecducste their own childeen, and have nTl the
rights of human beings respecled by their
paighbor, and mainrgin  the nants of sl
government, of the ballot, and all other rights
which impartial justice olalms jor the citlsens
of @ meeoanimous republic.  Then we ean
vaunt our freedom; then will the foreiguer no
lopger repronch Awmerlea with slavery: thea
can we say, in truth, our land is the “asylum of
the aoppressed and the home of the iroe.” Mon
of every nation shall cherish It a8 the land of
